Camp Anza’s re¬ 
sponse to the 3rd War Loan Drive 
and the War Chest Fund were 
outstanding and it is hoped that 
the same generous response will 
be evidenced during this forthcom¬ 
ing drive. 

It is the desire of the Com¬ 
manding Officer that all person¬ 
nel, both military and civilian, pur¬ 
chase at least one bond for cash 
during this period in addition to 
their subscription to Class B Allot¬ 
ments and Class A Pay Reserva¬ 
tions.

In this 
manner an accurate accounting of 
War Bond purchases by Anza per¬ 
sonnel during this drive can be 
maintained.

Sgt. Davis’ first contact with the 
Army was back in 1919. Seeking 
adventure, he left school in Au¬ 
rora, Ill., and enlisted in the 3rd 
Field Artillery on Nov. 15th of 
that year. As he tells it the experi¬ 
ence encountered on the first day 
of active duty was to decide his 
choice of a vocation in civilian 
life. It happened this way: His was 
a horse unit and the first day on 
one he was dumped off three 
times. That day he vowed to learn 
to ride and to understand the ani¬ 
mal and in the years that followed 
he learned to love them as well. 
And so when on Nov. 14, 1922, his 
enlistment was completed, and he 
honorably discharged, it was to 
horses and livestock that he turn¬ 
ed for an occupation. For four 
years he punched cattle and broke 
horses in Wyoming and then went 
into the livestock business for him¬ 
self. There he remained until June 
15, 1942, when greetings from 
Washington came in the mail. 

From the induction center at 
Ft. Warren he was sent to Camp 
Roberts for basic training in In¬ 
fantry. That completed he was 
sent to Camp Anza, but the camp 
not being fully organized, he was 
transferred to LAPE to await fur¬ 
ther orders. A month later he was 
back at Anza and assigned as per¬ 
manent party in the Quartermast¬ 
er Section, where he has remained 
to this day. 

Married recently, you can find 
Sgt. and Mrs. Davis at the bowl¬ 
ing alleys a few nights a week, 
for next to fishing, “chalking up” 
is his favorite pastime. At the 
war’s end you’ll find him back on 
his ranch in the cattle country 
of Wyoming with his first love— 
horses and livestock.
